QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Helmina Q 
“What is citric acid?” 

ANSWER: This acid was first discovered in 
1784, by Karl Scheele, who obtained the acid 
in a solid state from the juice of lemons. While 
this acid is abundant in lemons, it is also pre- 
sent in oranges, gooseberries and other fruits. 
The commercial citric acid is made from either 
lemons or limes and about ten pounds of the 
crystalized acid is gotten from twenty gallons 
of lemon juice. However, the same acid is also 
obtained from the juice of unripe gooseberries. 
This has a sour which is faintly 
pleasant and is sometimes used in the prepara- 
tion of effervescent drinks. Once in a while it 
is used to provide vitamin C when the fresh 
lemons are not available. It is also used in the 
printing of calico. After this acid is oxidized 
in the body it becomes alkaline in reaction and 
is, therefore, believed beneficial for the patient 
with of the fre- 
iron preparations given 
to the anemic patient because of the fact that 
hey do not the stomach when used 
medicinally in this fashion 

QUESTION: Roy I. M. inquires: “I have been 
advised that inasmuch as I have rheumatism I 
should keep away from salt fish. I am very 
fond of it and would like to know if I have been 
advised correctly?” 

ANSWER: I do not suggest that you use the 
salt fish As a general rule’ the rheumatic 
patient gets along better if he avoids salt almost 
altogether, so salted fish could not be consid- 
ered especially good. Use the fresh fish instead.

Right now the air is full of the tang of shotgun 
and the marshes and grain fields are full of ducks. 
day some shooting pal drops around to tell us how he

creasing the Indians. In fact it has come to such a state that 
we seriously suspect these cronies are giving us ear-fulls just 
to see us gnaw our finger pails and pretend not to give a 
hoot. In short it is a subtle and vicious form of bedevilment 
that is bound to end in the family musket coming down off 
the peg for action afield. 

From every direction around the city the boys report 
an exceptional number of ducks with quite a sprinkling 
of geese. Throughout the central area a number of long- 
dry sloughs have water in them again and are literally 
covered with mallards, spoonbills, pintails and teal. All 
species are feeding in fields and have been for the past 
couple of weeks or more. 

Apart from the fact that each of these ducks is poten- 
tially an excellent roast, their number is of real significance 
in that it proves that lack of water has been perhaps the 
major cause of comparative shortage of birds in recent years. 
This is not intended to imply that unlimited shooting would 
not be disastrous, but it does show that the most effective 
method of conservation and propagation would be efforts to 
increase the water supply. 


Drops In The Bucket 


Shortening of seasons and reduction of bag limits un- 
doubtedly helps when ducks are definitely on the decrease, 
but these measures are mere drops in the bucket when com- | 
pared to the number of ducks we would have if a well- | 
planned campaign were launched to provide more marsh 
areas for breeding. ‘There are scores of points in Central 
Alberta where the closing of a drainage ditch or the building 
of a dam to conserve flood waters would give thousands of 
acres of first-class breeding marshes and tens of thousands
